Whether there is not enough stress put upon this feature in the die- 
tetie training all modern hospitals include in their curricula, or whether 
the fault lies with the individual nurse, the layman is not in a position 
to decide. This inability to fix the blame in no way alters the fact 
that in many hospitals the tray service is conspicuous for its inefficiency, 
notwithstanding the certainty that this laxness is always a detriment 
to the patients’ speedy recovery. 

The first consideration of such service is the tray itself, which must 
he of a suitable sise. This, of course, in its turn, must be gauged by 
the purpose to which it is to be put and the quantity of food to be served 
upon it, in other words, whether the patient is upon full diet or special
